To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lattleton Qualified to 
Vote in Town Affurs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in the 
Town Building on the thirteenth day of March, next, being 
the second Tuesday of March, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Article I. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Article II. To choose three selectmen for the ensuing 
year. 

Article I1I. To choose three trustees for the Littleton 
Publie Library to serve three years each, in the place of 
Stella B. Farr, Elizabeth K. Remich and Albert 8. Batch- 
ellor, terms expired. 

Article IV. To choose one trustee for the Littleton Pub- 
he Library for the term of one year to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Charles F. Eastman. 

Article V. To choose an auditor for the ensuing year. 

Article VI. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of schools, for the purchase of 
text-books and supplies for the schools, for the laying out 
and constructing and repairing highways and bridges, for 
the payment of the town debt and interest, for the main- 
tenance of the poor, and for all other town charges. 

Article VII. To see what sums of money the town will 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 

Article VIII. To see what action the town will take in 
reference to electing a road agent or agents. 
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Article LX. To choose an agent to enforce the liquor 
faws, under provisions of Section 9, Chapter 122 of Laws 
of 1903. 

Article X. To see what action the town will take in ref- 
erence to providing money for the furnishing and fittings 
of the Public Library, providing for necessary drainage,, 
and making the structure ready for use. 


Article XI. To see what further action the town wilk 
take by raising and appropriating money, or borrowing 
money on the credit of the town, to pay outstanding debts 
imeurred on account of the town history. 


Article XII. To see what action the town will take with 
reference to authorizing the water commissioners or select- 
men to borrow money for the purpose of extending the 
water pipes and electric hght wires, and for other necessary 
purposes connected with the water and light plan, provided 
it should become necessary during the ensuing year. 

Artiele XIII. To: see what action the town will take for 
the purpose of securing state aid for highways in this town 
under the provisions of an ‘‘ Act to provide for state aid 
and for the expenditure of other public monies in the per- 
manent improvement of main highways throughout the 
state,’’ approved February 24, 1905; and to raise and ap~ 
propriate such sums of money as may be deemed advisable, 
and to make suitable appropriations under said act. 

Article XIV. To hear and consider the terms that may 
be proposed on which Sears, Roebuck Company will take 
a lease of the shoe factory property at Apthorp and con- 
tinue the manufacture of shoes therein; to determine 
whether a contract shall be made on behalf of the Town with 
said company in accordance with the propositions to be sub- 
mitted; to authorize the Selectment to execute in behalf of 
the Town such contract as may be approved and accepted 
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by the town; to see if the town will exempt from taxation 
for a period of ten years, commencing with the next annual 
assessment, the capital invested by Sears, Roebuek & Com- 
pany in the business of manufacturing shoes at Apthorp, 
and the stock in trade, machinery, apparatus, implements, 
tools and other property used by the company in and about 
the factory at Apthorp in the business aforesaid, not ex- 
ceeding in any one year the total sum of one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars; to authorize the seleetmen to execute 
in behalf of the town a lease of the shoe factory real estate 
at Apthorp, with the privileges and appurtenances thereto 
belonging, to Sears, Roebuck & Company for a term of ten 
years with the right of renewal for an additional term of ten 
vears on the terms and conditions contained in the proposi- 
tions above mentioned; and to see whether the town will 
raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to carry out any vote passed upder this article, or. 
whether it will raise the amount necessary for the purposes 
aforesaid by loans on the eredit of the town, and to give 
the seleetmen all necessary authority for the negotiation of 
such loans. 

Article XV. To see if the town will direct the seleetmen 
to erect suitable guideboards and posts at the junctions of 
all highways in town, and to raise and appropriate such 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary for this pur- 
pose. 

Article XVI. To see if the town will promote the con- 
struetion and maintenance of a first-class all-the-year-round 
hotel in Littleton by exempting the same from taxation and 
furnishing it with water and lights, free, for a term of 
years, or at a large reduction from the rates now charged. 


Article XVIT. To see what aetion the town will take with 
reference to exempting from taxation the Cottage Hospital, 
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and the land connected therewith, which it is proposed to es- 
tablish in Littleton ; and to determine upon what terms they 
will furnish water and electric lights for use in said hos- 
pital. 
Article XVIII. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the adoption of the Australian ballot law, so far 
as it 1s applicable to town elections, in acordance with the 
authority to that end given by the Laws of- 1897, Chapter 
‘78, Section 8. 


Article XTX. To see what action the town will take with 
reference to exempting from taxation for a period of ten 
years a bobbin mill and sawmill, the land on which the same 
shall be located, and the capital stock invested in the busi- 
ness to be carried on in such establishment, now proposed 
to be erected by Henry A. Eaton on land bonded to him by 
Mary Potter, said land lying on the south side of the Ammo- 
noosue river, between the river and railroad track, nearly 
opposite the Pike Manufacturing Company’s works in the 
‘part of this town known as Apthorp, the period for ex- 
emption for each of said establishments to begin with the 
mext assessment for taxation after either of said establish- 
ments shall have ben put in actual operation, the exemption 
to cease whenever the business specified shall be perma- 
nently discontinued within said period or periods of ten 
years, and the entire amount of the exemption not to exceed 
the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

Article XX. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
piece of land and the Memorial Boulder placed thereon by 
Ellen I. Sanger Chapter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution to mark the location of the first settlement in 
‘this town by white men. 


Article X XI. To see what action the town will take with 
weference to discontinuing the highway beginning on Grove 
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street at the southwest corner of land of A. W. Streeter, 
and running in a northeasterly direction about sixteen rods 
across land of said Streeter to the house lot of O. C. Northey 
in said town. 


Artiele XXII. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to providing a sinking fund to retire town bonds as 
they mature. 

Artiele X XIIT. To see if the town will vote to issue its 
bonds for the purpose of refunding and funding any and 
all of its outstanding indebtedness and to take any other ac- 
tion relating to such issue. | 

Article XXIV. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any 
votes relating thereto. 


Article X XV. To choose any other necessary town offi- 
cers for the year ensuing, and to choose or elect any which 
may be necessary to carry into effect any vote that may be 
passed under this warrant. 

Article XXVI. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

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COMMENTS. 


The business of the Court has not been different in its: 
- -general features for the present year from that of the pre- 
vious year.The town has continued to be one of the prohibi- 
tory class. The vote on this question in 1903 was 195 for 
license, 460 against license. In 1904 it was 342 for license,. 
431 against license. 

The statistical tables which are appended are self-explan- 
atory, and similar in the general arrangement and in the 
subjects treated to those which have appeared in the years 
previous. 

It appears in the statistical tables which are appended: 
that there has been a very large inerease in the prosecu-- 
tions for drunkenness this year, as compared with last.. 
The signifieance of these figures is more apparent than real. 
In previous years the towns were required to be at the ex- 
pense for the board of persons sent up by the Justices of the 
Peace or Police Court for drunkenness to the County Jail 
or County House of Correction. The result of the opera- 
tion of the old law was that the town authorities refrained 
from prosecuting cases of drunkenness whenever the re- 
spondent was supposed to be unable to pay the fine and 
costs, and in default thereof, would, in the ordinary course,. 
be committed to Jail or the House of Correction. By the 
new law on this subject, enacted by the Legislature of 1905, 
the maintenance of persons committed to Jail or the House 
o. Correction for drunkenness, is made a charge upon the 
County. As was expected, the effect of this Act has been 
to largely increase prosecutions for drunkenness. Another 
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Act of the last session gives the County Officers the right 
to enforce the law against drunkenness in towns if the local 


authorities are derelict in this behalf.

Whereas Andrew Carnegie has agreed to furnish fifteen 
thousand ($15,000) dollars to the town of Litetleton, sit- 
uated in Grafton County, New Hampshire, to erect a Free 
Public Library building on condition that said town shall 
legally pledge itself to support a Free Publie Library in 
said town at a cost of not less than fifteen hundred ($1,506) 
dollars a year and provide a suitable site for said building.

Said committee is hereby advised by the town to employ 
the same architect who has designed and superintended the 
recent building constructed by Dartmouth College, as a con- 
structing architect if, in their opimion, it is advisable to em- 
ploy an architect to perform this office.

Vote of the Town Mar. 14, 1905, making annual appro- 
priation for the library. 


The following motion ********* was accepted: 

‘“Voted, that such sum of money in addition to that here- 
tofore provided by a standing appropriation by the town, 
as it is necessary to comply with the requirements of the 
contract with Andrew Carnegie, be raised and appropri- 
ated for the administration and uses of the Publie Library. 

Voted also that during the remainder of the term covered 
by the contract with Mr. Carnegie, a sum is hereby annu-
